London, Dee. 5,— Mr. Julian Ralph describing in the Doily [Vlall the battle at 
Modder River says: 

" I can testify that the British never once saw the enemy; yet they were no 
able to raise hand or foot without being riddled. 

"Despite all this, however, the day belonged to the artillery. The infantry 
never advanced two paces during the day of hell. The shells of our guns wete 
accurately placed In the enemy's trenches and broke the hearts of the ISocrs; for 
after dark they nil retreated," 

London, Dec. 5. — The special correspondent of the Dally News with General 
Mcthuen, telegraphing from Modder River on the day ofter the battle says: " I 
hear that the Boers ore In full retreat to Blomfontein.

London, Dec. 5. — The correspondent of 
the Associated Press with General Lord 
Methuen's column, telegraphing from 
Modder River last Thursday, says: 

"The Waterloo of the campaign lias 
been fought and won. The buttle was 
conducted with unprecedented stubborn- 
ness on both sides. There was one con- 
tinuous roar like the explosion of count- 
less fire crackers. There was no flinching 
on either side and not a moment's, pause. 

"For five hours the British batteries 
poured tons of shrapnel, grape and shells 
into the Boer positions. Lord Metlmen 
had '22 guns and each fired an average of 
200 rounds. 

"The Boers had an almost equal num- 
ber of guns, which it is reported, were 
mostly served by French anil Gorman 
artillerists. 

"It is believed that the Boers had or- 
cupiid the position seven weeks before, 
and had spent the interval In 
it and rendering it, as they considered, j 
impregnable. They did not seem to fear 
to expend their ammunition: and their 
guns were well and smartly handled. 

"Owing to the bend in the river on 
the right, the Boers had an opportunity 
of cross-firing on the British attach. A 
Boer Uotehkiss was directed with mar- 
vellous accuracy against a Britisli Max- 
im, killing the sergeant, in charge, wound- 
ing another olQcer and disabling the gun. 
This occurred rjuite at the beginning of 
tile engagement. 

"When the Boer tire wis silenced in 
one direction it was immediately re- 
opened iu another. 

"Owing to the terrific lire nobody on 
the plain was out of range. Stretcher 
hearers found it impossible to go for- 
ward in the few cases '.hey were called 
upon to attend, and the wounded were 
compelled if possible to crawl out of the 
lines. 

"No quarter seems to have been given 
on either side, Tin- British assert that 
amidt the bullets the ambulance wagons 
displayed their Hags prominently to no 
advantage. These were repeatedly driv- 
en hack and compelled to take refuge out 
of sight. 

"Il is alleged that the liners used dum- 
dum bullets ami made special targets ot 
tlic horses on the plain in the hope of 
hitting tin' riders. 

•While (he Argyle Highlanders were 
pushing across the river they were tired 
upon from a house and several fell. 
Thereupon the Highlanders stormed the 
house and although the Boers hoisted a 
white Hag. no attention was paid to it, 
and all the ISocrs were shot. 

"It is reported that (Sen. Cronje with 
his contingent retreated toward Lull- 
genberg at four o'clock in the after-

"On the following morning at day- 
break the British lirod a few shells into 
the village. Getting no response, a 
patrol of cavalry crossed the river, and 
found the enemy's camp deserted. Dead 
Hoers and many who were dying were to 
be seen everywhere in the entrench- 
ments as well as numerous new graves. 
Several buildings were in smoking ruins. 

'•Some of the Boer prisoners say I hat 
Gen. Cronje was in supreme command. 
He had to whip his men to prevent them 
from deserting and despite this, many 
threw down their rifles and fled." 
THE PLAN OF ATTACK. 
London, Dec. 4.— The Daily Chronicle 
publishes the following despatch, dated 
lortifVine I "Wednesday, November 2!>, morning, 
from its correspondent at Modder River 
camp: 

The severest engagement our column 
has yet had, and probably the severest 
in the whole campaign, was fonght yes- 
terday on the banks of the Modder river. 
The battle was waged fiercely for nearly 
fourteen hours. 

" The enemy occupied a strong en- 
trenched position, their front extending 
live miles along the bank of the stream. 
They were well supplied with artillery 
and fought desperately. 

" Our force consisted of the {second 
battalion of the Coldstream Guards, the 
Firm battalion of the Scots Guards, the 
Third battalion of the Grenadier 
Guards, the First battalion of the North- 
umberland Fusiliers, the Second battal- 
ion of the Yorkshire Light Infantry 
(the King's Own), n part of the First bat- 
talion of the Royal North Lancashire 
Regiment, the Ninth Lancers, the 
Mounted Infantry, three battalions of 
Field Artillery and the First battalion 01' 
the Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders 
(Princess Louise's). The latter rein- 
forcement was from Gen. WuuchopeV 
brigade, and arrived just in time for the 
fight 

" The battle started at daybreak, our* 
gu nsi shelling the Boers. The enemy 
replied with artillery, Uotcbkiss and 
Maxims, and the artillery duel lasted 
some hours. Then there wa« a brief 
lull in the enemy's operations, of which 
the General immediately look advantage. 

"Our infantry advanced across the 
plain towards the river in two brigade*. 
Tile Guards, on the right, were met by 
»n awful hail of bullets from the 
iMiemy's sharpshooters posted close to the 
river on the opposite bank. Our trmips

hud no cover whatever, and were simply 
mowed down. It seemed impossible to 
live through tho terrible fire, but the 
brave fellows did not retreat an inch. 

•• The Boer lire was horribly accurate, 
and they must have numbered tit least 
10,000. Tho Scots Guards advanced 600 
yards before they were tired on. Then 
they had to lie down to escape the deadly 
fusilade, which lasted without inter- 
mission throughout the day. 

"The Highlanders made Severn] at- 
tempts to force a passage of tho river, 
but they were exposed to such a mur- 
derous enfilading tire that they hnd to 
retire after they had suffered terribly. 
Subsequently a party of the Guards got 
over and held their own for hours against 
a vastly superior force. 

"The general opinion of the staff is 
that there has never been such a sus- 
tained lire in the annals of the British 
army as that which our troops had to 
face yesterday. Our men fell in dozens 
while' trying to rush the bridge. 

■'Among tho many heroic deeds, one 
of tin. most conspicuous was that of 
Lieut.

Capt. John Robertson's Search 
for Gold In the Klondike 
Country. 



Found No Precious Metals But 
Many Acres of Farm- 
ing Lands. 



Gold Is »ot the only thiiif; of vuluc thnt 
can bo produced in that section of the 
Yukon valley commonly known as the 
Klondike nnd it is safe to say that when 
the gold fever lias subsided there will be 
found men who will be willing to remain 
in the country and till the soil. A state 
ment such as this might he laughed at 
or at least discredited by many, but so 
it was when it was suggested that th 
Western prairies could be turned to ac- 
count, the cry then as in the case of the 
Klondike, being that the climate was too 
severe for a place for a permanent home 
Hut there are vallleys in the Klondik 
country, which, when they become 
known, will tempt many a hardy agri- 
culturist. Heretofore what has been 
told of these valleys was mere hearsay. 
Yesterday there was a man in Victoria, 
("apt. John Robertson, a New Zeulander, 
who has been all through them and 
states that they are the equal of any that 
he has seen anywhere fur tirgicultural 
purposes. In them grow patches of reel 
and blue top grass, testifying to the 
richness of the soil and it* adaptability 
lor the growing of cereals or in fuel any 
agricultural product. That the climate is 
not against this is shown by the market 
gardens which are seen in the vicinity 
of Dawson and which supply the city 
with fresh vegetables. 

It is an interesting story as to how 
Capt. Itobertsou came to find these val- 
leys. Jn the reading room of the Hotel 
Victoria lie told it to a representative of 
the Colonist yesterday. II*? would have 
preferred, lie said, to have a talk with 
the Colonist a few years ago, when he 
might have told a few things of the mal- 
administration of the country by the 
Canadian officials. However, that is a 
thing of the past and so he told of his 
experience in other ways. Capt. Rob- 
ertson was iu Xew Zealand when he 
first neard of the Klondike rush, and de- 
ciding to join it came here by the steamer 
Miowera in April, IS'.KS. "He immedi- 
ately started North and was among the 
first to reach Dawson that spring. Find- 
ing Dawson overcrowded and the near- 
by creeks staked in all directions, he 
considered it advisable to prospect some 
new fields and set out for the Indian 
River district where the summer of 1898 
was spent, going 100 miles from the 
mouth of the river. Colors were found in 
the creeks, but not in stiUicieut quantity 
to make it worth while staking. Re- 
turning to Dawson a hillside claim on 
Eldorado was purchased and here Capt. 
Robertson spent the winter. Last spring 
he made another start for new fields in- 
tending to prospect the far northern 
ranges of the Rocky Mountains for 
quartz. His companion was Capt. An- 
derson and the two with two horses 
went in a northerly direction from the 
Klondike. They got into a very swampy 
country between the Klondike and Stew- 
art rivers and it tool; .'!"> days to cover 
150 miles. There were great patches of 
tho grnss mentioned above, making it 
unnecessary to carry any feed for the 
horses. The mosquitoes, horseflies and 
swamps, however, were more than the 
horses could stand and they had to be 
done away with. At this time the party 
were ISO miles up the Klondike. Shortly 
afterwards they came to the cabin of 
a Mr. Carter, a Canadian hunter and 
trapper, who had long desired to make 
a trip to thi' Rockies, nnd Capt. Ander- 
son remaining at the cabin and pros- 
pecting in the vicinity without success, 
Capt. Robertson nnd Mr. Carter contin- 
ued on the trip. They started in a 
north by west direction and after travel- 
ling 1-10 miles reached the headwaters of 
the Porcupine river. They had but six 
days' provisions with them, but never- 
theless did not suffer from the lack of 
food. Cariboo and bear being very plen- 
tiful and easy to shoot, as they had no 
fear of men, whom they had seldom or 
never seen. From the Porcupine the 
two prospectors ranged around to the? 
head waters of the McQtiestin and then 
crossed to the north fork of the Klondike 
and back to Carter's cabin by the south 
fork, occupying just sixteen days on the 
trip. They found many quartz ledges 
tint of no value, although of course there 
is no telling what there is under the thick 
layers of moss which cover the rocks. 

The season drawing to a close, (.'apt. 
Robertson and Capt. Anderson accom- 
panied by Mr. Carter, started down the 
Klondike in a canoe bound for Dawson. 
All went well until they were within 00 
miles of the mouth of the river, when 
the canoe struck a tree which had fallen 
across the rapids, and capsized. Cap.. 
Anderson and Mr. Carter succeeding in 
getting on to the tree, but ('apt. Robert- 
son, who was at the ours, had no chance 
to save himself, and was carried HOO 
yards down the river where fortunately 
he caught the branch .if a tree and haul- 
ed himself out of the water. Tin' party 
lost everything they had but the canoe, 
which was patched with difficulty and 
carried them safely to Dawson. 

After remaining iu Dawson for two 
days Capt. Robertson started for home 
■by the all-water route, but at St. Michael 
was given command of one of the A. C. 
Co.'s boats and made several trips to 
Capo Nome. He confirms the reimrts of 
the richness of the beach, but says it is 
patchy, some men making $200 a day, 
others not more than $10, while Anvil 
creek is reported to be as rich as Eldor- 
ado of Klondike. There will certainly 
lie a big rush to Nome from all parts of 
,-orld including Dawson.

Milling Men in the Kooterny Gamps in 
Receipt o£ Princely Salaries. 

From the Rossland Miner. 

The mining business should be an nllnr 
lug oae for young men to embark In, as 
those on the top are better paid than are 
most professional men. It is a profession 
too, which has advantages which arc 
greater than are afforded professions 
men, for the reason that they have good 
opportunities for profitable ivestment 
mines. In wihch their professional Judg- 
ment comes into use, which are not usual 
ly given to the lawyer, the doctor, or to 
any of the other learned men. 
Theu, too, the profession la not crowded, 
like many of the others are, and the won 
der 1h often expressed that more colleg 
Inns do not take the mining course. The 
highest paid man in the mining business 
In British Columbia Is Major W. J. Col 
lins, who Is the general mining manager 
and consulting engineer for the British 
America Corporation. Major Collins re 
CCirea the princely salary of $50,000 i 
year for his services, and is at present In 
this city mapping out the development 
work on the Le ttol, the Columbia and 
Keoteuay and other properties owned by 
the compuny which pays the so generous 
a salary. Major Collins louks after the 
Biibsldary companies of the 11, A. (.'. In var- 
ious parts of the world as well as here. 
Mr. W. A. Carlyle, who recently resigned 
the position of general superintendent 
and mining engineer for the British Amer- 
ica Corporation, was paid $10,000 per an- 
num, and resigned to accept a similar po- 
sition witli the lllo Tlnto Copper compuny 
In Spain, where the salary is $20,000 per an- 
num. Mr. Walter H. Aldrldge, manager of 
the Canadian Smelting Works at Trail. 
Is pnid $15,000 a year for looking after the 
Interests of that Institution. He ranks 
high as a smelter man and was selected 
because of his well known knowledge of the 
treatment or ores In a smelter. Mr. James 
Breea, who built the smelters at Trail and 
at Northport, and who Is the manager of 
the latter, receives a miliiry of $15,O0J per 
annum and one-fourth of the profits. Mr. 
Itreen stands high as a smeller man and 
his knowledge extends even to the proper 
method of constructing them ami Is not 
ccnilned simply to their operation. Mr. II. 
C Bellinger who Is the chief lieutenant 
of Mr. Brecn at the Northport smelter, re- 
ceives $10,000 per annum. Major heckle, 
who formerly was constructing engineer 
for the Coxey and Gertrude properties of 
this camp, and who Is now manager of the 
Republic mine, at Republic, and who looks 
after the B. C mine In the Boundary coun- 
try In the capacity of consulting engineer, 
receives $7.GO0 per annum for his brilliant 
services. Mr. W. II. Wilson, tin- superinten- 
dent of the Le Itol, is a miner of 30 years 
experience In Colorado, and receives $.1,000 
a year for his services. Mr. Frank Bobbins, 
»'">_ is the general manager for Mann .V: 
McKenzle's mining properties in Canada, 
Is paid ST.fiOO a year. He Is n graduate 
of McGlll, and has had 2o years experience 
In mines In Nevada, Arizona and California. 
Mr. Carl Hand, who lias charge id' the 
great Payne mine in the Sloean, Is paid 
.^lu.ooo per annum and as part owner in 
the property receives a profit In Hint capa- 
city. Mr. W. Y. Williams, who is general 
manager for the syndicate which owns the 
Mascot and the California in this camp 
and the Knob Hill and the Old Ironsides 
and other properties In the Boundary coun- 
try, receives for Ids services $5,000 a year. 
Williams Is u California miner of many 
s experience and Is well grounded in 
business. Mr. Paul Johnson of the 
Boundary Copper company, who has charge 
he Mother I, ode and the erection of a 
Iter at Greenwood, receives $7,!50O per 
am tor his services. Mr. J. Ii. Hastings, 
and Mr. B. I'. Klrhy each receive $1ii,ikmj 
•r annum. 

Then there arc the mining experts who 
do not usually work for a salary, but 
who examine properties for clients. Their 
fees for examination and report run from 
$500 to $1,000 and more. These usually 
tnrn from $5,000 to $10,000 and more a 
year according to their ability and repnta 
. Among these Is Mr. Alexander Dick, 
i usually earns $10,000 a year In his pro 
Ion. Then there Is Captain Frank D. 
Howe and Captain James Morrlsh. The 
latter Is paid .'SiS.OOO a year by the New 
ddflelds of British Columbia. Mr. Roy 
Clarke, earns considerable In this way. 
Mr. J. L. Parker, who Is now superintendent 
of the North Star In Mast Kootenay, earns 
good deal In this kind of work. .Mr, I). 
McDonald receives $5,000 per annum 
rrom the Mackintosh syndicate for ex- 
pert advice and reports. Mr. J. 1!. Hastings 
ho In his capacity of managing director 
or the War Eagle and Centre Star com 
panics, receives $10,000 a year, adds con- 
siderable to his Income by acting as min- 
ing expert. Then there are the mining pro- 
moters, but there Is material enough In 
these for another article, which will ap- 
pear In another issue.

.MI NINO OX TUN 1HU\NI>. 

We print this morning a brief synopsis 
of the work done on the West Coast of 
Vancouver island during the present 
year. We are indebted for it to Mr. 
William M. Brewer, the well-known 
mining engineer, a gentleman who is 
known in mining circles as very conser- 
vative in hie statements. Colonist 
leaders will be both surprised and grati- 
lied lit the showing made. Twenty-five 
separate properties are spoken of anil 
others are referred to. That is. there 
aie probably thirty or more mining 
propositions on the West Coast in a 
more or less advanced stau-e of develop- 
ment, and mi all of them work is being 
continued. It may be possible to tell 
something that would be fuller of en- 
couragement to the people of Victoria 
than this, but we do not know what it 
would he. Our city has already felt the 
bench I of what i.s being done, for the 
Colonist has already had occasion to 
speak more than once of the greatly in- 
creased demands upon the transportation 
service. Next season the amount of 
work done will doubtless exceed that of 
this year, and it is altogether proba'bh' 
thai several of the properties will lie- 
come shipping mines. Sonic little time 
has been necessary to establish the value 
of Vancouver Island us a ticld for metal-' 
lifcroiiH mining, but the thing seems to 
have been done, and the outlook for the 
future is very bright indeed. 
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the inter 

ests of our imperial province. The dis- 
cussion has naturally excited much at 
leutioii from the press, and the result is 
that there has 1 n called out what is al- 
most a unanimous expression of opinion 
that if the people of British Columbia, 
irrespective of their affiliations in the 
federal arena, unite to promote the inter- 
ests of the province they will find sutli- 
oicnt to occupy their minds, so far as 
local polities go.

ICastern contemporaries on both sides of 
polities. More than one reason can he 
given for this course, hut the principal 
one is that the local questions come right 
liotne to us as British Columbians. They 
totich our business interests. They boar 
upon the future of our investments and 
the opportunities which the province will 
.present to our families. They influence 



the solution of the great problem ot how 
I ho majority of the population can se- 
cure a good day's pay for a good day's 
work. British Columbia is only on the 
threshold of its development. It is 
necessary to have the province opened 
by railways. Our rivers need improve- 
ment. Our coasts need to be better 
lighted and charted. We need highways, 
trails and bridges in all directions, and 
legislation that will Secure, if possible, 
the local treatment of our ores of all 
kinds. The protection of invested capi- 
tal as well as the interests of those who 
work for wages call for our best consid- 
eration. Our agricultural capabilities need 
to he made known and their utilization 
ought to be stimulated. There are ipies- 
tions bearing upon taxation calling for 
attention. While matters of this kind 
are to be dealt with, we think a British 
Columbia paper is doing its duly better 
in discussing them than in endeavoring 
to create a false interest in the personal 
matters which make up federal polities 
so Ijrgely nowadays.

There are constituencies in tin 
Kant thai are Liberal chiefly because 
they have always been Liberal, am 
others thai are Conservative fur tin 
same reason. The political leaders on 
either side know with almost certainty in 
advance how such constituencies will go 
no mailer what issue is placed befon 
them. This is, ,,i course, not peculiar In 
Canada, hut is common in all commuui 
ties where representative institution! 
have been in existence for any length 
time. 

That public man must lie of more than 
ordinary ambition who cannot Hud, in 
British Columbia end the full develop 
men I of its wonderful future, the ut- 
most scope for his energy, the widest 
lield his talents can desire, the most 
honorable crown for a career. It seolm 
to us that the great need of the provinci 
is that we shall all of us devote our ener 
gies more closely lo the work to be done 
in this inviting field. British Columbia 
willi its vast area, its magnificent geo- 
graphcal position and ts Health in forest, 
mine, soil and sea is an empire of itself. 
We frankly confess that, when we think 
of what is to be done in order that til 
British Columbians of to-day may proli 
most by these things and leave them in 
the best shape to benefit their children. tin 
issues of the federal arena seem paltry 
and insignificant beside them. So far 
from feeling that the necessities of fed- 
eral parties should control our relations 
lo our local affairs, we have almost 
reached a stage when we can say that 
the interests of British Columbia ought 
lo dominate our minds to the exclusion of 
everything short of Imperial interests. 

It would, of course, be unwise to go 
as far as this under any circumstances, 
for al any day questions may arise in 
the federal arena, which will compel the 
concentration of public attention upon 
themselves to the exclusion for the time 
being of all other matters. I'm just now 
British Columbians will be excused if 
they think more about British Columbia 
than anything else, except always the 
welfare of the Empire as a whole. We 
j arc approaching a session of the legisla- 
ture that may be one of tin- most im- 
j portnnl in the history of tin- province, 
i II will not be many mouths before peace 
is restored in South Africa, and with 
ibis and the establishment of British in- 
stitutions everywhere on a firm basis 
there will come a rush of capita! and im- 
migration in thai direction beyond all 
precedent.

Defeats Bravely Endured by Great Bri- 
tain and Retrieved In a Terrible 
Manner. 

The reverse which befell Sir George 
White, ut Nicholsons' Nek is In every

On September lllth a battle was 
fought in Allcimiar. In which the British 
were so bind, limulit'O that the Russians 
suffered u severe ciiecfc, with the conse- 
quence that quarrels at once broke out 
Ih tween the allies, each of whom found 
fault with the other. 

The generulshlp of the Duke of York 
and the Ignorance of his officers were 
so hopeless that the soldiers lost heart. 
On October 2nd a doubtful battle was 
fought; four days later, the allies gain- 
ed a doubtful victory at the cost of 
very heavy loss. Negotiations followed 
In which, to save his men, the Duke 
of York had to surrender 8,000 prisoners 
to the enemy, being permitted in exchange 
to embark his force without molestation. 
The whole affair wns discreditable, and 
greatly Injured the reputation of the Brit- 
ish army.

Yale undergraduate in fifty years to be 
sentenced to gaol. Mr. Lawrence was 
this morning sentenced to 15 days' im- 
prisonment for the crime of kissing a 
pretty girl. The unrelenting judge sen- 
tenced the girl also to 15 days' imprison- 
onuient. Mr. Lawrence has appealed to 
tin? superior court and furnished bonds 
for their appearance. 

Lawrence asked Miss May Carroll, a 
handsome and vivacious shop girl, to 
take supper with him. She consented. 
They went to a restaurant much fre- 
quented by fashionable people and 
students. Lawrence ordered supper, and 
while it was being prepared and while 
they were enjoying the supper he made 
love to Miss Carroll with all the ardor 
of his years. She listened to him with 
all the discretion of a maid of IS. 

When Mr. Lawrence paid his bill the 
cashier noticed his face was Hushed and 
'that a pretty pink suffused Miss Carroll's 
I cheeks— a blush raised maybe by Mr. 

Lawrence's compliments. As he and 
! she walked toward the door Mr. Law- 
rence, unable longer to control himself, 
leaned over and kissed Miss May. Nor 
can it be truly said that she shrank from 
' him. 

People at the tables smiled. 
But Policeman Winchell took no such 
Immune view of Lawrence's peccadillo. 
Standing outside the door Winchell saw 
the young man kiss Miss May. In this 
state it offends the law to kiss in public. 
Winchell promptly arrested Lawrence 
and Miss May and took them (o the 
station house. Lawrence summoned his 
friends, who gave hail lor both; so they 
were spared the ignominy of spending 
the night in tile cells. 

This morning the law student and the 
shop girl appeared before Judge Edwin 
C. Dow in the city court. Frowning, 

Kludge Dow heard Wincbell's testimony.

When the troops came Inlo contact with 
the enemy General Whlteloeke, instead of 
being on the battlefield held aloof. Crau- 
ford at the head of the Rifle Brigade forced 
his way to the outskirts of the town and 
might have carried It. 

But at the psychological moment no com- 
mander-in-chief was nt hand to order up 
reinforcements and storm the last Span- 
ish positions. Two days were allowed to 
puss in disastrous Indecision, and then eight 
weak columns were ordered to enter the 
place at widely separate points. The re- 
sult, as might have been expected, was that 
the 45th and 88th Regiments and the whole 
L ght Brigade were compelled to surrender. 
The British army lost over a thousand 
killed and wounded, and 1,000 prisoners. 
Crauford was so filled with fierce iudlglia- 
t on that he himself called Whlteloeke a 
traitor, and exhorted his men to shoot their 
commander-in-chief. 

Whltelocke's monumental exhibition of 
Incapacity was crowned by a convention 
in which he surrendered ail that England 
had won in South Africa, In return for the 
ristoratlon of the prisoners and permission 
to his force to re embark. He was court- 
marthllled and very deservedly cashiered. 

Close upon Buenos Ayres followed the 
Waleheren expedition In 1.S09. A SDlendld 
Drltish force of 40,000 men. supported by 
a powerful Heel, was sent in July to what 
Is now Belgium, la order to capture Ant- 
werp. II was commanded by Lord Chatham 
who speedily gave proof of Incompetence 
lis own strength in the marshes of the 
rivalling General Whltelocke's. Far from 
capturing Antwerp. It ended by shattering 
lis own strength In the marshes of the 
Island of Waleheren. Seven thousand men 
died ef malaria, 14.000 men were Invalided 
home, and of the remnant the greater num- 
ber carried with them to their graves con- 
stitutions wrecked by disease. 

The failure was not the less Ignoml- 
11 1 nous because It Is now known that Ant- 
werp was practically defenceless, and that 
ll oi old easily have been carried by n reso- 
lute commander with such splendid troops 
ns Chatham led. or because the poor com- 
mon soldiers showed on every possible oc- 
casion fortitude and courage. 

-Next In this painful roll-call— neglect- 
ing the insignificant British defeats of 
Longwood and Chippewa, and the sur- 
render of General .Cook at Bergen op Zoom 
In 1814— comes the disaster at New Orleans 
In 1815. A superb little force of Peninsular 
veterans— men who had covered themselves 
witli glory - fighting against the finest sol- 
diers France could produce— were defeated 
With heavy loss by half drilled, raw Amer- 
ican militia. What was the explanation 
of so terrible a disaster? 

It was that "0,000 British soldiers, 
without artillery, and without fascines or 
scaling ladders, were hurled against strong 
works defended by twice the number, and 
were shot down, it Is no discredit to the 
Americans to say that with equally good 
strategy and an eq mlly strong position 
almost any troops In the world could have 
repelled the attack which IV. ken ham, the 
British general, ought never to have made."

No Truth Whatever in Report of Bar- 
gain f<>r Raid t>u King Menelck's 
Domains. 

Rome, 1 )(•<•. 4.— The conference here 
between Marquis Viseonti Venosta and 
Commissioner Martini; the British am- 
bassador, Sir Philip Currie; and Mr. 
.lames Kennel Itodd, the British consul- 
em! in Egypt, who was special envoy 
Ring* Menelek of Abyssinia in 1897, 
was solely concerned with the delimita- 
tion id' the frontiers of Krythrca and 
the Soudan, and the details of frontier 
arrangements affecting intercourse be- 
tween the two territories. It was the 
presence in Italy of Commissioner Mar- 
tini, wdio is governor of Krythrca, which 
suggested Hie expediency of Mr. Uodd's 
visit in order to rapidly and verbally ar- 
range matters. 

The Associated Press is officially in- 
formed that Emperor William of Ger- 
many was neither consulted nor inter- 
ested in the arrangement, which was 
purely one of boundaries, upon which 
Italy, more as a matter of courtesy than 
anything else, was consulted. No ele- 
ment of offensive or defensive alliance 
was considered, and the reports lo that 
effect published in (he United States are 
officially characterized as absolutely uu- 
t rue.

PARTY LINES. 

Sir: 1 took some pains to define the 
position of the Colonist in my letters, 
and denied its authority to speak for the 
Conservatives upon a matter that the 
Conservatives had settled for them- 
selves: hut the Colonist immediately said 
that it was entitled to its own opinion, 
which it undoubtedly is. However, it 
would seem that it has taken heart— be- 
cause of: what some up-country papers 
have said — equally unnuthorizedly— to 
blossom 1'orUi as the exponent of the 
views of the Victoria Conservatives, us 
witness the following: 

" The great encouraging feature which 
this discussion has brought out is the 
unanimity between the Colonist, which 
speaks for the Victoria Conservatives, 
tlie Kamloops Standard, which speaks 
for those of the Central Interior, and 
the Nelson Economist, which speaks for 
those of Kootenay, upon the importance 
of placing purely provincial issues in the 
forefront of battle, and of postponing 
the introduction of federal issues until 
such time as the public interests do 
n.iuul that they shall be allowed U 
dominate local polities. In view of this 
harmony between these important sec- 
tions of the province, we hope the Con 
servative element in Vancouver and ii 
sporadic eases elsewhere in the province 
which favors the suggested movement 
wiil see that it is wise to allow it t< 
drop into •innocuous desuetude.' The 
people do not want federal party lines in 
the local arena, and what the people do 
not want if Is useless to try to force 
them to take." 

Can anything he more absurd than 
this.' The Conservatives of the prov- 
ince have said one thing, and, the Colo- 
nist, because of desires of its own, mis- 
represents the position. Again 1 say 
this is untenable. It will behoove the 
Conservatives to take early occasion to 
check the dissemination of iinj such 
erroneous statements of the position 
settled upon by the party. Von say that 
the' two papers above referred to are pro 
uoauced Conservative papers, Well, if 
they are they have read themselves out 
of the party as exponents of (lie views 
of the Conservatives when they take lit' 
they do) a position opposed to that 
adopted by tlie convention. I'ntil the 
same authority that enacted the declara- 
tion for party lines repeals it, it is the 
declared policy of the Conservatives and 
must he lived up to. 

I notice you remark that the editor of 
the Kamloops Standard was a delegate 
to | he New Westminster convention. So 
lie was. I am only sorry that we did 
not have tile editor of the Colonist there, 
and it would have saved, I am sure, a 
great deal of letter-writing. With re- 
gard to the editor of the Standard, all I 
have to say is that he is honorably 
bound, as we all are, to keep our saereil 
engagement— -abide by tlie result of the 
deliberations of the convention. As 
ditor of the Standard he is not bound; 
the Conservatives do not own the paper; 
tlie Conservatives own no paper, but 
nevertheless are tin willing to be mis- 
represented. 1 doubt not the honor of 
anyone who attended or was hound by 
the convention, but please do not let the 
responsible be advised by the irrespon- 
sible. When the Conservatives decide 
:o abandon their decision — if they ever 
lo — it will be, I am sure, publicly de- 
clared and there will be no secrecy about 
t. Considering that the editor of the 
Colonist did not attend the convention, 
o considering that in his private capa- 
,• it would have been perhaps the last 
ce he would have attended, it indeed 
matter for surprise to see such evi- 
dent foresight displayed ag to the un- 
wia'ioin of the decision, and the complete 
grasp of the local situation— i. e., that 
the Victoria Conservatives, notwith- 
standing their adherence to the Conser- 
vative union, are against party lines.

Instructive Evidence by China- 
men Whom New Inspector 
Had Ordered Out. 




White Miners Satisfied That Ori- 
ental Helpers Do Not 
Cause Danger.

Cumberland, Dec. 4. — Tlie court of 
arbitration opened at 10:3.1 a. m. David 
Xeilast, a miner of thirteen years' ex- 
perience, swore that he found Chinese 
and Japs safe and obedient. He had 
never heard men in the mine complain 
of danger rrotn employing thorn. He 
did not consider it an advantage for 
safety or work that a man should read. 
The bosses instructed the men caie- 
fully. 

Robert Thorburn, lire boss, swore that 
he found the Chinese perfectly safe. 
There were men of all classes in the 
mines who would sometimes disregard 
orders. .Mr. McAllnil asked several 
questions, to which the witness replied 
tli.il he had answered them already. 
The Attoruey-tieneral interposed to the 
same effect, inn Mr. McAlluu would not 
lake his hint to sit down. 

John White, of fifteen years" experi- 
ence, swore that he never had difficulty 
in making Chinese understand instruc- 
tions. Robert Vuss gave similar evi- 
dence. 

Toy, Chinese, explained his duty in the 
nunc and .Haled that lie understood in- 
structions. 

At the afternoon session Kwong lice, 
the first witness, stated that chalk 
marks in the mine indicated danger. He 
would not puss barricades. Witness 
read " gas," and gave the reasons for 
nut smoking in the mines. 

Thomas Pcitice, overman, considered 
Chinese safe. When a Chinaman went 
to the wrong place in a mine he turned 
him out. A white miner had done the 
same. Any man might misunderstand 
instructions. 

Frank Crawford swore that he knew 
two Chinese notified by Inspector Mor- 
gan, and both understood English well. 

Donald McKay slated that Chinese 
ninl Jajis were safe ami efficient. 

Ah (Jale, one of the Chinese objected 
to by Inspector Morgan, gave intelligent 
evidence as to his duties in the mine. 

Wong took the oath by burning paper 
and .smilingly stated his belief Unit if he 
lietl after that he would go to hell. 
" allee sumee one dehble." He answered 
readily. Quong Ling gave similar testi- 
mony. Mali Yack, a Christian China- 
man, surprised all by putting on glassiw 
and reading a portion of the special rules, 
which he did very well. He was a 
helper in No. -1 slope. Replying to Mr. 
Henderson, witness slated that he had 
been to school in Sacramento, Cal.

They are making an army at Aldershot, 
and making It with all the speed they can. 
It Is an even which happens only once or 
twice In n life-time, and then causes ex- 
citement throughout the world. Yet one 
could walk all over Aldershot depot half a 
dozen times and unless bo knew the place 
Intimately would come away with the tlrni 
Impression that nothing unusual was pro 
( ceding. 

I saw some statement to the effect that 
Aldershot was all bustle and excitement, 
it is not. They do not make an army like 
that. If you expect to see orderlies rush- 
ing about and soldiers on cycles whizzing 
past— well, that Is not at Aldershot. 

Still, there Is excitement at Aldershot. 
But It Is of a sort that you do not see. 
There are officers tearing their hair. It 
Is wild, because now that they have got 
their men ready and have to he off In a 
day or two they have got no clothing to 
put on them, and cannot tlnd out when It 
Is likely to arrive. "It will he ready for 
the embarkation," says Pinillco with pas- 
sive calmness, anil wltti that Aldershot 
lias to be content. 

The rwnlts of this are visible, though 
nil the excitement Is hidden beneath the 
red tape bands that hold "complaints.'' 
Some of the results make our soldiers look 
almost comic, for Instance, one sees the 
mounted Infantry. They have got their 
Bedford cord breeches and their patties, 
tint not their khaki tunics. So the poor 
chaps are left looking almost like guys In 
very loose breeches surmounted by very 
tight old scarlet tunics. 

The colonial helmets have arrived, great 
packing cases full of them, all stowed In- 
side one another, while the gilt adorn- 
ments and chin straps are separate In 
tther cases. There is no stopping to fls 
them top. tiier ami number the helmets, 
Instead of that three sergeants piny a 
little game of shop. Up marches a tile of 
men m Held caps. '-Hall: Front turtll 
Answer to your names. Right torn, 
innrchl Right turn, halt! Now, then, pick 
out a helmet and hurry up!" 

'the tile has drawn up In front of a line 
of open packing eases. The moment the 
icon bull oil' comes each cap, ami tacit 
mnn seizes a helmet nod dabs It "ii to his 
In iid. Not ime In six tries n second. Then 
a miarteimiister tries on,, or two of the 
worst fitting. A captain sees whether lie

of the helmet mid a little more of that 
man's in. The quartermaster explains Unit 
each anil, must mini her Ills own. Then 
"flight turn, march!" again, nml as t h >y 
pass by the heaps put ready, each .nan 
picks up o gilt adornment and the elun 
si i ii p. and goes off wondering how every- 
thing could he made so light as hl s ne,v 
white helmet. 

Meanwhile other tiles are passing, hear- 
Ing old borne kits to the stores. Bach has 
mi armful of tunics In one tile, in another 
ench man is loaded with leggings. Others 
on- currying away the old helmets. 

The reserve men are of course the great 
feature of Interest Just now. As to Aider- 
shot, they may he divided Into two sots- 
those who come In alone direct to the depot, 
nnd those who march In In large parties 
from other barracks, Bands and cheers 
always meet these big parties. Hut the 
great hamuli Interest, after all. Is centred In 
the separate men. The others had got their 
partings nnd leave takings. These had 
only Just come through the thick of It, 

"nee Inside the camp the reserve mini 
stands and twists his mustache In won- 
derment at the changes of recent ysars.

These Inst are 
for wrapping up „|. that la left of the clvll- 
luu. II his uniform has not come, no mut- 
ter, there Is n rifle ami a bayonet and belt 
handy, so off he goes to drill la his own 
civilian dress. Some or the reservists were 
drilling In morning coats, howlers or alpine 
hats, and one man— a navvy— was still 
wearing the "ycrks" holding up his trous- 
ers below the knee. During the first drill 
he took one of these straps off, so that he 
should be quite sure of not forgetting which 
was iii« right leg.
